Claims 1-9 and 11-19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Sluijs as modified by Yokomizo teach the device of claims 1 and 
1 1 but to not teach the further limitation of a multiplexer having at least two inputs, an 
output and a control input, wherein the control input determines which one of the at 
least two inputs is coupled to the output; and the output of the multiplexer is coupled to 
the first inputs of those plurality of sequencers not coupled to the at least one charge 
pump and the second input of the at least one charge pump. At least this further 
limitation to claims 1 and 1 1 is not taught or rendered obvious by the prior art.
